Yesterday government counsel in­ 
troduced documentary* evidence de­ 
signed to show* that E. L. Doheny, 
acting for the Pan -American inter­ 
ests, w*as the moving spirit behind 
the navy’s plans to increase fuel oil 
storage facilities at Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii, which plans resulted in the 
granting of a supplemental contract 
to Doheny’s company on December 
11, 1922. 
A plan for stabilizing the petro­ 
leum 
market 
by 
increasing 
the 
navy> stores of fuel oil, w hich would 
involve withdrawing much surplus 
oil from the market and thus slop 
a downward price trend, was con­ 
tained in a memorandum from Do­ 
heny to Admiral 
J. 
K. 
Robison, 
chief of the navy engineering bu­ 
reau dated November 6, 1922. 
After negotiations concerning the 
proposed stabilizing 
plan, 
govern­ 
ment counsel showed, it was decided 
by the navy war plans council to 
enlarge the Pearl Harbor storage 
project already under construction, 
so as to increase the c pacity from 
1,500,000 barrels 
to 1,200,000 
bar­ 
rels. 
Accordingly, after an exchange of 
letters between department officials, 
Edwin Denby, then secretary of the 
navy, asked Fall In a letter 
dated 
Nov. 29, 1922, to act as agent for 
the navy department 
in 
obtaining 
increased Pearl Harbor storage.

supplemental 
contract, 
with 
Doheny’s 
Pan-American 
company 
providing for such increased storage 
was closed a few* days later.

a Pueblo city which some

Aluseum of the American Indian of 
New York City, who returned from 


a ten days’ investigation of the city. 
“The ruins, covered with sand, 
run in a continuous line for a dis­ 
tance of six miles and are about a 
half mile 
wide,”

“The outlines of houses of stone 
and adobe and stone pavements are 
clearly seen, shrouded in the sands 
that have drifted down and across 
the valley.

Few* cooks take the trouble to re­ 
move the sinews from the iegs of 
the turkey.

each of the legs just where the 
scaly portion begins and b< n I them 
back sharply, with a book or stout 
fork, then the lower part of the 
legs with tit»* sinews attached may 
be cut off, allowing a little surplus 
skin for shrinkage. 
A ten-pound turkey should roast 
for three hours; the first half hour 
of roasting should be in a vety 
hot oven, then the heat lowered 
after the bird has become well- 
browned all over. 
Now dust well 
with salt and pepper. 
When tbe juice that follows tlie 
fork thrust into the breast shows 
no pinkish tint and tlu* joints may 
he separated easily it is ready to 
serve. 
Bread Crumb Stuffing. -Take two 
quarts of bread crumbs 
(rather 
stale) for the stuffing for a ten 
pound turkey. 
Take one-half < ujs 
ful (generous measure) of butter, 
one and one-half teaspoonful* of 
salt, one-half teaspoonful of white 
pepper, one tables» <»onfill each of 
sweet marjoram and summer sav­ 
ory, both crumbled to a powder. 
Hub the butler into tbe crumbs and 
add the seasoning; do not add any 
liquid. 
Fill the breast and bring 
tbe skin of the neck down over the 
hack 
anil 
fasten 
securely 
with 
skewers. 
Fold the wings back and 
lock the tips. 
This will provide a 
flat surface for the turkey to re^t 
upon and makes a plump-looking 
bird. 
Now fill the body with stuf­ 
fing and sew up with a large needle 
ami coarse twine. 
Press tbe legs 
close to tbe body and skewer, tying 
the legs with string. 
All string and 
skewers are removed before serv­ 
ing. 
Cover the breast of the tur­ 
key with a few thin slices of salt 
pork and rub tlie rest of tbe bird 
with a paste made by rubbing to­ 
gether one-fourth cupful ea«*h of 
Hour and butter. 
Place in a roast­ 
ing pan breast-side down; this will 
keep the best juices from wasting 
«luring the roasting. 
Turn occn- 
sionaliy during the last part of tbe 
roasting, and baste every ten or 
fifteen minutes with hot water and 
butter.

There is an old story of the man 
who described a banker as a “fellow 
who sits at a mahogany desk and 
gets rich off other people’s money,” 
and too frequently we forget that 
every business success is largely de­ 
pendent upon borrowed capital. 
A truer saying is to the effect that

power, 
Savings—and to loan this capital, or 
the credit for which it is the founda­ 
tion, to business enterprises which 
require it. 
He is the agent betw een 
the owner and the user of capital. 
He is the man who makes possible 
the production of raw materials, the 
creation 
of 
manufactured 
goods, 
their transportation, distribution and 
marketing. 
He finances, with your 
money, those innumerable changes 
of ownership which are 
necessary 
before the things we eat and wear 
and touch come to the ultimate con­ 
sumer. 
The banker is, or should be, 
the 
best business friend of the m erchant 
and m anufacturer, the professional 
man, the farm er and the wage earn­ 
er. 
His counsel and support in em ­ 
ergency, his co-operation in the hour 
of opportunity—these make for suc­ 
cess in any line of endeavor. 
His 
work is an essential part in the bus­ 
iness effort of any community. 
Too many people don’t know their 


bankers well enough. 
They may be 
a bit timid, 
w’hich 
may 
be 
the 
banker’s fault. They may not realize 
the value of such acquaintance, and 
there again, the banker may be to 
blame. 
But it should be rem em ber­ 
ed that the initiative in the making 
of acquaintance should come from 
the custom er—must,

OODLES are a favorite dish 
with the Pennsylvania Dutch, 
and as those of other nationalities 
enjoy them, here is a juod recipe: 
Gedampfte 
Noodles.— Take 
one 
egg, season with a pinch of salt and 
beat to a froth. 
Now add sifted 
flour a little at a time until the 
mixture is very thick, then knead 
In a loaf until soft and pliable, and 
then roll on a floured board to the 
thinnest possible sheet, lay on a 
clean cloth over the bread board 
and roll again, then hang clotii and 
pasto in the air í*»r i few minutes 
to dry. 
Take the paste from the 
doth and roll like a jelly roll, cut­ 
ting into tine slices. 
These are 
afterward shaken out light and put 
into salted boiling water. 
Cook 
five or six minutes, then drain well 
and drop into a frying pan with 
two tablespoonfuls of butter; cook 
covered for another fiv^ minutes, 
sprinkle 
with 
guttered 
crumbs 
which have been well browned in 
melted butter. 
Serve with pruue 
or apple sauce. 
Butter 
Semmels.— Take 
three- 
fourths o f# cupful of lard and but­ 
ter mixed, one and one-half cup­ 
fuls of hot mashed potatoes, a cup­ 
ful of sugar, teaspoonful of salt, 
well beaten to a 
smooth paste, 
Cool the mixture and add two well- 
beaten eggs, one yeast cake dis­ 
solved in one-half cupful of warm 
water; add a cupful cf milk. 
Fold 
in enough flour to make a very 
stiff batter and let rise over night. 
Knead in the morning, adding more 
flour, if necessary, and roll a half­ 
inch thick. 
Cut into squares and 
bring the four corners together in 
the center, press a piece of but­ 
ter there and sprinkle with sugar. 
Set away t<> rise, then bake in a 
moderate oven. 
Cheese Pie.—Mash one cupful of 
cottage cheese very fine, adding 
two tablespoonfuls each of cream 
and butter, a pinch of salt, three- 
fourths cupful of sugar, two table­ 
spoonfuls of flour, one cupful of 
milk, one well-beaten egg. a tea­ 
spoonful of vanilla, <-r the juice 
and grated rind of ludf a lemon. 
Beat all well and bake in a pastry- 
lined pie plate in a moderate oven.

Finishing Radio Panels 


Panels on radio cabinets usually 
have a highly polished surface but it 
is sometimes desirable to have a dull 
sat:u finish instead. 
Such a surface 
may be obtained by sanding the panel 
down with a piece of No. OCOO sand­ 
paper, attached to a block padded 
with a piece of felt or similar material. 
The block should be about 3 or 4 in. 
long and the felt about Vi in. thick. 
The panel should be rubbed in one 
direction only. After the glossy sur­ 
face is removed the panel should be 
wiped w-ith an oily rag, and it wül then 
have a beautiful satin finish.
